To-morrow the order-in-council prohibiting shipment 
of liquor from one province to another expires, and thirsty 
souls will be able to order their stimulants by mail, instead 
of through the more circuitous route of getting a doctor's 
prescription to the effect that they need the liquor tor 
tnedicmal purposes, ‘then cashing the prescription at a 
drug store. The alternative method was to buy through 
bootleggers. 

As an experiment the order-in-council can hardly be 
claimed to be a success, for it is said that there is more liq- 
uor consumed throughout Canada than before it came into 
effect, 

We do not believe that the system which comes into 
effect to-morrow will be a permanent one, for the reason 
that it will be abused. Hf liquor was used in moderation 
there would be no outery for prohibition, but there are 
many men whe apparently cannot refrain from drinking 
To excess. ‘i uese are the people w ho are responsible lor tie 
iquor regulatious. 

Our own solution of the liquor question is the unlim- 
ited sale of light wines and beers. There are many people 
drinking whisky to-day because they cannot get beer Even 

uder the new regulations it will he easier to get whisky 
than beer, because of its smaller bulk and easy conceal- 
tnent.
